— Bellydancer Takes Action 


At a press conference held yes- 


terday, Salisbury State College 
President Thomas E. Bellydancer 
announced that next semester SSC 
would undergo its first tuition de- 
crease since the founding of the in- 
stitution 57 years ago. The current 
$870 in-state, $1,820 out-of-state 
tuitions will now be cut to $300 
in-state and $500 out-of-state per 
year. | 

Contrary to popular belief, in- 
creased federal aid has_ been 
dropped to a meager $2 per stu- 
dent. Bellydancer went on _ toa 
explain the sudden availability of 
funds. 

‘‘When we heard about Reagan’s 
latest cuts, we realized that we 
could not count on any financial 
assistance from the government for 
the fiscal year to come. That was 
when we decided to take the pro- 
verbial ‘bull. by the horns,’ as it 
were, and make some _ in-house 
decisions. : 

Since there was no cash carry- 


over from previous years, funds. 


The first five peo 


already allocated had to be retract- 
ed in order to finance the reduc- 
tion. After carefully surveying all of 
our programs here, we formulated a 
plan to procure the necessary cash. 

What I did was simply this: On 
a typical work day, I took a tour of 
the entire campus. Every time I saw 
a state employee lounging around 
or goofing off, I fired their asses! 
The money saved in salaries came 
out to about $350,000.”’
